GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  POR  THE  YEAR. 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.,  1946, 
the  Derbyshire  County  Council  now  administer  the  laboratory 
facilities,  nursing  in  the  home,  treatment  centres,  clinics  and 
hospitals. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  main  extension  to  supply  the  villages  of  Carsington, 
Ballidon,  Kniveton,  Penny  Bentley,  Thorpe  and  Mappleton  has  been 
laid  and  put  into  service.  A reservoir  of  20,000  gallons  capacity 
has  been  constructed  at  Haven  Hill  in  connection  with  the  same. 

The  private  scheme  which  supplied  Thorpe  village  has  been  taken 
over  by  the  Council  and  incorporated  in  the  Regional  Scheme. 

In  order  to  increase  the  supply  of  water,  also  with  a view  to 
extending  the  mains  to  Brafbford,  Hollington  and  Longford  a borehole 
has  been  sunk  at  Yeldersley  and  tested  by  a continuous  pumping  test 
over  14  days  and  nights  when  a supply  equal  to  237,000  gallons  per 
day  was  found.  A duplicate  borehole  is  now  being  sunk. 

A start  has  been  made  with  the  Cubley  regional  water  scheme 
main  laying  and  erection  of  150,000  gallons  capacity  reservoir.  A 
duplicate  borehole  has  also  been  sunk. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  given  permission  for  the  installation 
of  aniron  removal  plant  and  provision  for  adding  a water  softener 
plant  at  the  pumping  station  which  is  in  course  of  construction. 

When  this  scheme  is  completed  next  Spring,  it  will  provide  a 
piped  supply  to  all  villages  in  the  district  south  of  Clifton  - 
Rodsley  - Alkmonton. 

The  last  section  of  the  main  journey  the  Brassington  water  main 
to  Hartington  via  Longcliffe  has  been  commeno.ed,  and  when  completed 
the  mains  will  be  continuous  from  Hartington  in  the  North  to  Clifton 
and  Shirley  in  the  centre  of  the  District. 

SEWERAGE . 


Schemes  for  the  complete  sewering  and  sewage  disposal  for  the 
villages  of  Clifton,  Parwich  and  Hulland  Ward  have  been  prepared  by 
the  Consulting  Engineers  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  approval. 

A scheme  for  Brassington  has  also  been  submitted  and  approved. 
New  sewers  and  temporary  works  have  beeq.  provided  to  deal  with  the  new 
Brassington  housing  site.

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LEGISLATION. 


There  has  not  been  any  adoptive  Acts  or  sections  thereof 
adopted  by  the  Council  during  the  past  year. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


Since  water  mains  have  been  laid  to  a number  of  the  Villages , 
there  is  an  ever  increasing  request  for  permission  to  convert 
closets  to  water  closets.  Owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  method  of 
sewage  disposal  in  many  Villages,  these  requests  at  the  present  time 
are  unfortunately  having  to  be  discouraged. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  total  amount  of  salvaged  paper  collected  during  the  year 
was  11  tons;  17cwts,  being  an  increase  of  lOtons;  9 cwts  over  the 
previous  year.  The  Council  entered  the  National  Waste  Paper  Contest 
and  were  successful  in  obtaining  the  fourth  prize  in  the  Rural 
District  section  of  the  competition. 

A new  Dennis  refuse  vehicle  has  been  ordered andit  is  hoped 
to  extend  the  refuse  collection  service  to  tie  remaining  villages 
in  the  Pural  District. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OP  THE  AREA. 


During  the  year  908  calls  were  made  by  your  Inspector  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisance,  49  Informal  and  32  Formal  Notices  were 
served,  79  of  which  were  complied  with.  No  legal  proceedings  were 
instituted. 

MILK  & DAIRIES  REGULATIONS  1926-43. 

58  farms  have  been  inspected  in  the  area.  Informal  action 
was  taken  in  10  cases. 

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD. 

Owing  to  the  central  slaughtering  of  animals  there  are  no 
animals  slaughtered  in  the  District  except  pigs  for  home  consumption 
and  "casualty"  animals.  Numerous  pigs  killed  for  home  consumption 
were  inspected  at  the  request  of  the  owner.  Difficulties  have 
arisen  in  cases  where  pigs  were  affected  with  generalized 
tuberculosis  and  the  owner  retained  the  carcases  for  their  own 
consumption.  No  further  action  could  be  taken  by  the  Department.
